Mr. Chauncey M. Depew has been re¬ 
elected president of the New York Cen¬ 
tral and president of the West Shore 
railroad by the new boards of directors, 
respectively, of those corporations. All 
of the other executive officers in each 
company were also re-elected. 

Probably the most novel train that 
ever crossed this country was one made 
up of twenty engines destined for Chi¬ 
cago for nse on the new elevated rail¬ 
road.
